The House met at the usual hour and was 
called to order by Hon. J. B. Cumming, 
Speaker pro lem. 

Prayer by Hon. M. Heidt. 

The Journal of yesterday was read and 
approved. 

On motion of Mr. Pierce, the rules were 
suspended sad the Senate bill to change the 
county site of Clarke county from Watkins- 
ville to Athens, was read a second time. 

Mr. Johnson, of Clay, moved to further 

mend the rules to have a bill for the relief 
of 0. P. Anthony, the tax collector of Clay 
county, read the second time. 

This motion prevailed and the bill was 


read, 

Mr. Hoge moved to postpone the eonsid- 
eration of the Spalding county contested 
election case, which had been set down as the 
special order for to-day, until Tuesday next, 
because the Judiciary Committee had not 
had time enough to consider some law points 
touching the case which had been referred to 
said committee. 

This motion prevailed. 

On motion of Mr. Payne the rules were 
suspended and a large number of bills were 
read the second time. 

Leave of absence was granted to Speaker 
Smith for the day on account of indisposi- 
tion. 

Mr. W. D. Ander on offered a resolution 
providing for printing 20) copies of the re- 
port of the State School Commissione: 
Adopted. 

Mr. McMillan moved to take up the reso- 
lution passed by this House on yesterday in 
relation to State Printer, which came back: 
from the Senate this morning with an amend- 
ment striking out that section of the resolu- 
tion which set down the time for holding a: 
election for State Printer. 

The motion prevailed and the Seng te 
amendment was concurred in. 

A message from the Governor was received, 
saying that the resolution requiring officers 
and agents of the State Koad to pay into the 
State Treasury sums of money in their hands 
has been approved and signed. 

Also, a resolution to consolidate the com- 

mittees of Agriculture and Manufactures of 
each Hone. 
Mr. Phillips, Chairman of the Committee 
on Privileges and Elections, reported that 
said committee hed carefully investigated 
the claims of Mr. W. G. Pierce for seat as 
member from Calhoun county, and that the 
rominittee find that the ballot box was stolen, 
that two hundred and seventy-five votes were 
counted out before the box was stolen, and 
that outof that number Mr. Pierce received 
206 votes, and that 999 votes were cast. The 
committee, therefore, recommend that a new 
election be ordered. 

Joiner, of Dougherty, “was in favor of seat- 
ing Mr. Pierce, and said that he ought not to 
be kept out of his seat because he is a Repub- 
lican. 

Mr. Russell said that a fair and full investi- 
gation had been made, and that any statement 
to the effect that said report was made be- 
cause Mr. Pierce was a Republican was false. 

Mr. Bush remarked that he was authorized 
by Mr. Pierce to state that he (Mr. Pierce) 
was not a republican, and that a majority of 
the voters of said county have certified that 
they voted for him; and further, that the 
Executive of this State has commissioned 
county officers said to have been elected at 

wid election, and that the vote of that county 
was counted in the Congressional election in 
favor of Mr. Whiteley, 

Mr. Crittenden stated the facts in relation 
to the election in Calhoun county, and the 
stealing of the ballot-box, and said that the 
beat evidence which could be produced, has 
come up in the shape of a memorial from the 
majority of voters in said county, stating 
that they had voted for Mr. Pierce, and that 
he is the choice of the people of said county. 

Mr. Pierce of Hancock, state that in the 
consideration of this case the committee had 
avoided any consideration of the politics of 
the applicant, that the majority of the com- 
mittee held that they could not recommend 
seating a candidate from partial returns; 
but that he was in favor of seating Mr. 
Pierce for there was enough evidence to war- 
rant the conviction that Mr Pierce was the 
choice of the majority of the people of Cal- 
houn county. 

Mr. Jackson favored seating Mr. Pierce, 
urging that this louse is the judge of the 
election returns and qualifications of its own 
members, and as the ballot box has been 
stolen and inaccessible the certificates of the 
people that they voted for Mr. Pierce is the 
highest evidence which can be obtained and 
vught to control the action of this House. 

Mr. Bacon agreed that Mr. Pierce is enti- 
tled to his seat, and thonght that this case is 
very different from acase of contested clec- 
tion: that the manner of getting at the evi- 
dence is very different, for in the former case 
eviience must be taken before a judicial 
officer after proper notice to the other party 
but in this case the House can take the best 
evidence afforded, 

Mr. Hoge stated that the memorial was not 
sworn to. 

Mr. Bacon said that he had been under the 
impression that the evidence was under oath, 
and if it was not, it was not sufficient to seat 
Mr. Pierce. 

Mr. W. D. Anderson thought that the evi- 
dence did not come through the legal chan- 
nel,and said that he could not, under the 
law, vote to seat any man who has not been 
declared elected by counting ballotsdeposited 
in the regular way, thathe desires that each 
county shall be represented by the man of its 
choice, but that choice must be experssed in 
the usual and regular way. 

Leave of absence for a short time was 
granted to Messrs. Smith, of Coweta, Hud- 
son, Glover, Hancock, Rawls, Jackson, IIall, 
of Upson, Bell and Mc W horter. 

Pending the discussion of the commiitee 
on the report of the Committee on Privileces 
and Elections in relation to Calhoun county, 
the hour of adjournment arrived and the 
House was declared adjourned until 9 A. . 
to-morrow.
